WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP).— 
The United States picked “young 


| generals’—wise in the ways of 


modern warfare—for the African 
invasion assignment. 

Yet, over the field commanders, 
is a wiry, tough soldier who made 
a reputation as an officer withou 
ever going into battle. : 

Once the secrecy of the French 
colonial invasion was lifted, the 
War Department disclosed the 
names of the men entrusted with 
the important commands. 

In charge of the United Nations’ 
unified command in that African 
theater now is 52-year-old Lieut. 
Gen. Dwight David Eisenhower, a 
West Point graduate from Texas 
who trained other men in this 
country during the first world war, 
demonstrated an aptitude for tank 
warfare and became a _ licensed 
airman at the age of 48 Yet 
Gen. “Ike” never before expe- 
rienced enemy gunfire, a freak of 
circumstance quite beyond his con- 
trol, 

Doolittle Heads Air Force. 

Commanding the United States 
Air Forces in North Africa is 
Brig. Gen. James H. Doolittle, 45, 
speed flyer and test pilot extraor- 
dinary, who led the flight of bomb- 


ers that raided Tokyo April 19..

LONDON, Nov. 9 (AP).—Ameri- 
can Flying Fortresses dealt an- 
other hard blow to Germany's war 
machine in occupied France yes- 
terday, one formation blasting the 
important locomotive works at 
Lille and another scattering its 
bombs over the Nazi airdrome at 
Abbeville. 

The bombers again shot their 
way trhough swarms of German 
fighters with the help of an Allied 
fighter screen and destroyed a 
mumber of the enemy planes, a 
joint communique of the British 
Air Ministry and United States 
Air Force headquarters said. One 
Fortress and six of the Allied 
fighters failed to return. 

“Heaviest Raid on Genoa.” 

The Americans went into action 
a few hours after Royal Air Force 
bombers had returned from a Sat- 
urday night visit to Genoa, Italy, 
where tons of bombs, including 
some of the block-pulverizing type 
were dropped on the city ad 
harbor. 3 

It was “the heaviest raid of the 
war” on Genoa, the Air Ministry 
announced, and the second in two 
nights. Returning pilots said fires 
were started over a wide area and 
the Italian radio acknowledged 
that “damage was heavy.” Four 
bombers were lost. 

Fortresses Score Hits at Lille. 

The Flying Fortresses were cred- 
ited with “good results” in the raid 
on Lille, the communique report- 
ing that hits were scored on the 
locomotive works itself and on 
adjacent marshaling yards. Cloud 
formations made it difficult to ob- 
serve the results at Abbeville. 

German fighteers dogged the big 
bombers and their escort over both 
targets and followed them back 
part way across the channel, Four 
squadrons of Canadian fighters 
were in the escort.

The Americans 
immediately moved inland and 
launched an assault on the Maison 
Blanche and Blida airdromes. The 
former surrendered and the latter 
was taken quickly by a United 
States combat force which included 
some of the American Rangers. 


The stiffest resistance came from 
Algiers coastal batteries at Cap 
Matifou, but big guns of Allied 
warships poured fire into them. 
Light French naval units, which 
ignored Eisenhower’s order that 
they stay put, gallied out of the 
harbor but were driven back by 
Allied warships. 

(An International News Service 
correspondent, operatmg under a 
military pool ent which 
made his report available to other 
press services, told how the Algiers | 
armistice was delayed by a mes 
sage garbled in transmission. The 
first time the Algiers commander 
requested negotiations for the ces- 
sation of hostilities the American 
commanders thought he was 
merely asking for a truce. 

(The French garrison, however, 
sent another wireless message in 
which the capitulation was an- 
nounced. All firing then ceased.) 

Little Air Opposition. 

United States Air Force officers 
reported there was no extensive 
aerial opposition anywhere, al- 
though there was some bombing of 
Allied shipping.

I know that it will be quite clear 
to you that prompt and effective 
action should be taken to deter 
such an attempt by the Axis na- 
tions, with its inherent danger to 
the defenses of the Western Hem- 
isphere. 

To forestall occupation by the 

Axis nations of the French North 
African possessions and _ protecto- 
rates, and thus to insure the de- 
fense of American nations, is the 
only reason which prompts the 
despatch of powerful United States 
forces to the area. It is hoped that 
French North Africa will not suffer 
in any way from the destruction 
of war on its own soil. 
I desire to reassure you fully 
that the presence of American mili- 
tary forces in French North Afri- 
ca presages in no manner whatso- 
ever a move against the people or 
Government of Portugal or against 
any of Portugal’s continental or is- 
land possessions, Since I realize

Hull Says U. S. Kept Up Vichy Ties 
To Pave Way for Military Moves

Had in Mind Just Such Operations as Current 
Ones in North Africa, Secretary Tells 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (AP). 
HE riddle of the State Depart- 
ment’s Jong-drawn-out mainte- 
nance of diplomatic relations 
with a Vichy Government which 
it periodically and bitterly de- 
nounced was a riddle no longer 
today. 

In an extraordinary Sunday press 
conference held almost at the mo- 
ment Pierre Laval announced in 
Vichy that relations with the Unit- 
ed States had been broken, Secre- 
tary of State Hull emphasized that 
the United States had maintained 
relations since 1940 chiefly for the 
purpose of paving the way for the 
current military expedition against 
North Africa. 

Hull emphasized as the last, but 
most important, of five reasons for 
maintaining relations with Vichy 
the aid it gave in preparing for 
current operations against French 
colonies and in assisting move- 
ments supporting British opera- 
tions in Libya. 

Other reasons included the op- 
portunity to get important informa- 
tion virtually from inside German- 
controlled territory and North Af- 
rica; maintenance of close rela- 
tionships with the French and 


keeping alive their basic concepts 
of freedom, as well as encourage- 
ment to resist German pressure. 

This country had maintained 
diplomatic contact with Vichy 
through a dozen crises since 
France fell in 1940. Critical situa- 
tions included: 

Recurrent reports that the 
French fleet would be given over 
to the Axis; the crisis over ship- 
ment of French supplies to Axis 
forces in Libya through Tunisia; 
ithe Caribbean crisis, growing«out 
of the presence of French war- 
ships at Martinique and reports of 
secret Axis bases in French West- 
ern Hemisphere possessions; the 
situation which developed when 
the Free French seized St. Pierre | 
and Miquelon, French islands off

CHANGING MEDITERRANEAN PICTURE

CAIRO, Nov. 8 (Delayed). 

HE British Eighth Army’s 
T lightning blows against the 

Axis forces in Egypt, coupled 
with the landing of United States 
troops in French North Africa, 
have changed the entire picture in 
the Mediterranean basin. 

Within a fortnight grave con- 
cern over the outlook has given 
way to a rising tide of optimism, 
inspired by the most hopeful tok- 
ens of ultimate victory in three 
years of conflict. 

Early opening of a reasonably 
safe Allied supply route through 
the Mediterranean is one of the 
numerous advantages which may 
well stem from current develop- 
ments. 

Once Field Marshal Rommel is 
taken care of and Axis domination 
over French North Africa is end- 
ed, British and American airmen 
should make it possible for Allied 
ships to ply the Mediterranean in 
comparative safety, thus shorten- 
ing vital supply lines to India, Aus- 
tralia and - Russia, 

A complete victory in North 
Africa thus would have an impor- 
tant bearing on all those theaters. 

From the very. beginning of the 
war, sections of opinion in Britain, 
the United States and elsewhere 
have held that the war could be 
won in the Middle East. Resolute 
fighting forces of the Allies now 
are doing much to support this 
opinion, and historians may well 
select the period between Oct. 23 
and Nov. 8 as one of the most 
decisive of the war.

Sweaty, begrinned pilots, gulping 
canned grapefruit juice, told of 
fighting their way through five, 10 
and 20 Japanese Zero fighters, 
evading severe anti-aircraft fire 
and unloading their bombs on two 
Japanese carriers of the Shokaku 
and Zuikaku classes, a battleship 
of the Kongo class, two heavy 
cruisers of the Mogami and Nachi 
classes, and other craft. ‘The bat- 
tleship opened fire with every bat- 
tery, while four American pilots 
strafed it to divert fire from their 
onrushing dive bombers, close be- 
hind them. 

It is estimated that in the aerial 
slugfest the. Japanese had 135 
planes operating, of which more 
than half were shot down—ap- 
proximately 70, according to an 
early, unofficial box score. 

Japanese losses were three to one 
of ours, Air Operations Officer 
Com.

Now this hard-hitting and effective strategy has 
been turned against its former master. .What we 
are witnessing today is an American blitz against 
North Africa, delivered by what is described as the 
‘greatest sea-borne troop movement in history, the 
most formidable joint sea-air-land force of all time. 

It is plain that Gen. Bisenhower’s invasion of 
French North Africa was designed to co-operate with 
the great British push against Rommel’s forces in 
Egypt, to catch the wily Axis leader in a gigantic 
pincers movement. Rommel is fleeing westward 
with the remnants of his routed armies; he must 
be given no time to rally his forces for a last stand 
—he must be defintely smashed, and this the com- 
bined attack from two sides can do. © 

This ig only the immediate objective of the new 
offensive, ‘however. The broader design obviously 
is to turn the whole North African coast into a huge 
base for offensive action against occupied Europe. 
It is to regain control of the Mediterranean, and 
so’ to carry the war directly to the back door of the 
Rome-Berlin Axis, 

Vichy France protests feebly at this attack upon 
its territories. Axis spokesmen scream that it is an 
exhibition of “gangster tactics”—as if they had never 
invaded and overwhelmed genuine neutrals. All 
this is hot air. French North Africa is as legitimate 
an Allied target as are the factories in France that 
are making guns and tanks for Hitler. 

When Petain dedicated himself to “loyal collabora- 
tion” with his country’s conquerors, he could not 
expect to gain immunity from Hitler’s enemies. 
Petain’s present expression of “bewilderment and 
sadness” over this “cruel step” has a decidedly hol- 
low ring. He invokes the many memories and links 
of friendship with the United States, but the fact 
remains that a steady stream of supplies for Libya 


has been, not a neutral, but a virtual Axis ally. 

So diplomatic relations with America are broken, 
and our long course of coddling Vichy comes to an 
end. When the pitiful Petain is compelled to 
choose, he proves definitely pro-Axis and anti-Ally. 
He orders his soldiers in Africa to fight, but the 
half-hearted fashion in which many of them met 
the American landings shows that it is merely Vichy 
and not the real France that has severed relations 
with the United States. ’ 

News of further penetrations, new gains, the land- 
ing of more American forces is continuing. There 
are still formidable tasks ahead. Some battles for 
control of the African coast may be expected, and 
the ultimate expansion of this offensive to Europe 
itself will mean hard: and bloody fighting. 

But at last grand strategy in its highest develop- 
ment is taking form. Americans are helping fulfill 
Ludendorff’s prediction of some years. ago that the 
next war would be settled in Africa. Hitler has 
scoffed at the idea ofa second front, but now, -still 
deeply involved in Russia, he faces the imminence 
of its reality. . 

Americans are proud that their forces are chosen 
to play so decisive a part. 
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WARTIME LEAF-RAKING. 

The OWI has sent a series of “war guide supple- 
ments” to writers of pulp magazine stories, suggest- 
ing plots, angles and slants to make — more 
warcounscious. 

To be both plain and short abéut it, this sort 
of stuff is nothing: more than wartime leaf-raking. 
It should be cut out immediately wherever it is 
practiced in the Washington departments. That is 
one thing the country voted against last Tuesday. 
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POLITICS IN THE LAME DUCK LEGISLATURE. 

Trouble is fast brewing at Jefferson City. The 
“lame duck” special session of the State Legislature, 
which has assembled in answer to Gov. Donnell’s ill- 
advised call, seems bent on showing its authority 
even if it holds no new commission from the voters. 

Gov. Donnell asked for an appropriation of $600,000 
to supplement old-age assistance funds so that a 
30 per cent cut in pension payments might now be 
restored, This cut would be restored for only No- 
vember and December of this year under the Gov- 
ernor’s recommendation. 

But there are other ideas about this. Senate Major- 
ity Leader L. N. Searcy of Eminence, who was 
defeated last Tuesday, says he will introduce an 
amendment to the Governor’s pension bill so as to 
make it retroactive to July, 1941, when the 30 per 
cent cut took effect. The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
finds considerable support for this proposal among 
House members. If it should prevail, Gov. Donnell, 
in order to stand by his own proposal, would be 
forced to veto the Legislature’s bill. 

Executive-legislative relations seem to be as bad 
with respect to deficiency payments, The Governor's 
recommendation was that appropriations be applica- 
ble only to operating expenses of affected depart- 
ments beginning with the date on which the new 
appropriations became effective and ending Dec. 31. 

But not everyone at the State Capitol shares the 
Donnell view—Representative William B. Weakley 
of Pike County, for example. Speaking as chairman 
of the House Committee on Appropriations, he says 
that many of the legislators 


are not in sympathy with the -View expressed 
by the Governor that appropriations can only: 
be made for a period subsequent to the approval 
of the legislation by the Governor. Neither law 
nor reason can justify the viewpoint that State 
bills incurred prior to the accidental date of the 
signing of legislation should be repudiated,

When the last of that veneer is chipped away by 


the guns of the United Nations, he will also be seen 


as a very cowardly megalomaniac, although only time 
can tell what form a fanatic’s cowardice will take. 

But the signs of that end were in his speech yes- 
terday. The elemental fear in the man showed at 
all the seams. He had to justify himself, to pro- 
‘test that he was not like the. Kaiser, that, when the 
end came, he would not ‘run away. No, he would 
see things through. He would not desert the Ger- 
man people. Yet, at the same time, he sought to 
bully them into standing ever more solidly behind 
him, If they did not, he said, they would deliver 
themselves over to a terrible fate. | 

He tried to curry favor with his victims, the con- 
quered peoples of Europe, too. He forgot the lan- 
guage of the master race as Goering used it only 
a short time ago. In a wheedling tone, he promised 
that there would be less hardship, more food than 
last winter—and that this food would not be for the 
Germans alone, but would be generously shared. 

He blustered only when he faced the cause of 
his dread—a “crisis” in Norway, failure at Stalin- 
grad, defeat in Africa and the tremendous opening 
blow of the American offensive. 

Of course, he said that his armies still held the 
upper hand everywhere. The British success in 
Affica did not amount to a row of pins. Stalingrad 
was not worth a second Verdun. The Germans had 
stopped the Volga traffic, anyway. As for the new 
offensive, his Generals would deliver the proper 
counter-stroke. at the proper time. 

No, it was not a Sportspalast speech blasting the 
Czechs, or a demand for Danzig, or a denunciation 
of the decadent democracies. .Hitler was breaking 
the news that Germany is going on the defensive. 
He announced that victories every week are no 
longer necessary. He was preoccupied with “the 
last blow,” and full of fear that it would not fall ac- 
cording to-his plan. He was a man full of the vision 
of evil omens. : 

Such a desperate Hitler is not to be under-esti- 
mated. His defeat is nearer, but not yet accom- 
plished. He may still strike out in every direction 
in a wild fury. The wounded beast is dangerous. 
But the intimation of defeat has entered his fevered 
brain. He is concerned with “the last blow.” In due 
time, it will fall. 
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AIR-BORNE TROOPS SCORE ON THE JAPS. 
When the Nazis captured the island of Crete in 
May, 1941, by means of air power alone, it was 
a jolting shock to the world. Bombing planes, trans- 


| port planes and gliders had won a complete victory 


over Britain’s land and sea power. At that time 
there were persons—even in our own Air Forces, 
Army and Navy—who wondered if our armed forces 
would learn a lesson from Crete. 
There is good evidence that they have done so. A 
dispatch today from New Guinea tells how an ob- 
viously sizable force of “jungle-trained troops” was 
transported by plane 600 miles; across the Coral 
Sea from Australia to the Japs’ Buna-Gona beach- 
head. These troops, the greatest number we ever 
moved by’ ais, now menace the Japs from all sides 
and, judging, from American fighting ability dis- 
played thus far in the Pacific, may push the Japs 
into the ocean. — 

It was no small feat to land them successfully, 
considering the topography of New Guinea, the prob- 
able presence of Jap planes in that area, and the 
fighting ability of the enemy. We apparently have 
learned our lesson’ from Crete, and also added to it. 
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MONOTONE.

Lowly KP’s wash dishes in it, tough Sergeants or- 
der some weary John to emulate Hercules by giving 
“that G. I. can of garbage a toss up to the wagon,” 
and important Generals stop to quench their thirst 
from a G, I. can of water under a shady tree in a 
blazing field. Famous in France, the G. I. can is 
now being shipped all over the world wherever our 
men are, from Iceland to India. 

But somebody is using his head this time-and all 
G. I. cans are packed before shipping, according 
to the magazine Army Officer, with dry foods “like 
flour, sugar, rice—and beans.” That somebody should 
be congratulated for figuring a way to save thousands 
of cubic feet of valuable cargo space. But at the 
same time, think of the béys sent by some Sergeant 
to pick up a “brand new shiny G. I.” only to find it 
weighed down with beans. 

It appears that the G.I. can will emerge from this 
war with more maledictions on its head than it

Laski on the Willkie Speech

British friend of Roosevelt praises Republican’s good faith and 
healthy crititism; calls for a broader view of United Nations’ war 
aims; better attitude toward Russia necessary, he says, and a reali- 
zation that old economic ideas cannot shape the post-war world.

LONDON. 

IVE of my colleagues, all scholars of 
F international reputation, spent a, long 

evening discussing the implications of 
Wendell Willkie’s broadcast. Two of them 
are economists, one is a historian, one a 
lawyer and one a sociologist, All are warm 
supporters of President Roosevelt and crit- 
ical of many of the principles for which 
Willkie stands, but we all agreed on Will- 
kie’s speech. We were glad it had been 
made, and we felt that its general tone was 
healthy, the emphasis was in the right di- 
rection, the frankness invigorating and the 
criticisms well-founded. — 

There is no doubt about Willkie’s bona 
fides. Too much criticism of the war ef- 
fort, whether of the American President or 
the British Prime Minister, the American 
people or the British people, comes from 
men and women whose hatred of Hitlerism 
is not the primary motive of their attacks. 
Too much of it, also, whether American 
criticism of Britain or British criticism of 
America, is an effort. by the critics to find 
an alibi for their own shortcomings. 

We did not think that this could be said 
of Willkie. He put with pungency and 
clarity what millions, I mean millions, of 
men and women in this country are think- 
ing. Let me particularize. 

* * * 


We think, first, that too many people re- 
tain high office, both in Britain and the 
United States, whose performance is utterly 
inadequate, whose inefficiency is beyond 
question and whose retention in office can 
be explained only by other reasons. 

Second, the definition of the United Na- 
tions’ aims is neither precise nor audacious 
enough, and the Atlantic Charter-is pitiful- 
ly inadequate as a basis for political war- 
fare intended to disintegrate the psycholog- 
ical unity of the German people. 

Third, the failure to reach unified strate- 
gic purposes amohg the United Nations 
is, 10 months after Pearl Harbor, the most 
serious criticism of our leaders. 

Fourth, there is no justification for the 
failure of our leaders to make clear their 
recognition that this is a war of economic 
revolution which will make impossible the 
maintenance of the traditional character of 
capitalist organization after the victory. 

Fifth, there is still too much “appease- 
ment” permeating the diplomatic efforts of 
the United Nations. We regret the attempts 
to placate Franco Spain and Vichy France, 
and regret any effort to pretend that the 
character of any particular regime does not 
matter as long as it does not actively assist 
the Axis. Both the State Department and 
the Foreign Office are still drawn from far 


too narrow a social circle, and nothing in 
the record of either suggests a capacity for 
adaptation to the needs of the post-war 
world, 

Sixth, the British failure to arrive at a 
full understanding with India is as pro- 
foundly dissatisfying as America’s compla- 
cent acceptance of the implications of the 
Negro problem in the United States. We 
agree wholeheartedly with Willkie that 
imperialism in all forms must go. , 

Seventh, while not professing to know 
enough to judge when and where a second 
front should be opened, the attitude of the 
United Nations toward the Soviets has 
been lacking both in generosity and audaci- 
ty. It is a matter of real urgency that the 
President and Prime Minister should be 
prepared to accept great risks to relieve 
without delay German pressure against 
Russia, No enduring peace is possible with- 
out full and friendly relations with Russia. 

Finally, political democracy will not long 
survive in the post-war world except under 
four conditions, ' é; 

« * s 


First, there must be a deliberate effort 
to raise the material standard of life in 
under-privileged nations like China and 
among under-privileged classes like the 
“poor whites” of the South and the agri- 
cultural workers of Britain. 

Second, there must be rapid achievement 
of universal literacy and a general effort 
to raise the standard of education. 


Third, international matters of common 


concern, like tariffs, migration, access to 
raw materials and security against ag- 
gression, must be recognized as transcend- 
ing the boundaries of national competence. 

Fourth, finance and investment cannot 
safely be left in private hands, and steps 
must be taken in all countries to extinguish 
functionless ownership, especially where it 
is the outcome of the law of inheritance. No 
man or woman ought to be wealthy at the 
expense of somebody else’s labor; that is 
parasitism whose iniquity it is time we rec- 
ognized. ; 

This was the vista down which Willkie’s 
speech made my colleagues and myself be- 
gin to look. It made us see that if we 
are to win this war, it is not enough to 
trust four great leaders; it is necessary 
for each of us, however humble, to make 
clear to our minds what their problems are 
and honestly face the result. The true 
friends of freedom are-the men and women 
with the courage to speak up as Willkie 
did, Democracy cannot live unless it be- 
gins to use its mind.

A Cabinet Shake-Up Is Suggested

NEW President has a chance to select 

a new Cabinet. A re-elected President 
gets a similar chance to make such changes 
in his Cabinet as he deems advisable, if he 
desires to take advantage of the beginning 
of a new term. 

In time of war, Cabinet members previ- 
ously selected for peacetime service may 
be clearly out of place. It is not only appro- 
priate but also desirable in such cases to 
reconstruct the Cabinet in line with the 
different and greater responsibilities it must 
bear. Such changes can easily be made 
without invidious reflection on the merits 
of the individua] Cabinet officer selected 
for peacetime service. ; 

In present circumstances, the passing of 
the congressional election of last Tuesday 
should be considered a proper time for 
Cabinet members to offer the President a 
chance to make changes in his official fam- 
ily, If this were done by all the Cabinet 
members, it would pe appreciated, no doubt, 
by the President, 


The people of the country are saying little 
but wondering much how it happens that 
@ peacetime Cabinet continues in office 
without changes during wartime, They are 
also questioning the advisability of creating 
non-Cabinet agencies to mobilize the coun- 
try for war. Why, it is properly asked, 
should not the Cabinet itself be reorganized 
and enlarged so that it could take over 
this important task? 

The President is recognized as having an 
amiable, but none the less real, weakness in 
his reluctance to make changes among 
officeholders once he has appointed them. 
The tender of resignations by the members 
of the Cabinet, one and all, would give a 
feeling of greater confidence in the choice 
the President might make for continued 
war service, 

It would also place upon the. President 
a greater responsibility than now naturally 
exists for the choice of the most capable 
men to serve as his nearest and most im- 
portant assistants,

Letting the current carry us 
down and only using our little 
strength to weave back and forth 
across the river in order to dodge 


a half bend in the stream and 
clambered ashore. Baker’s pants 
legs, where the Japs had shot at 
him in the truck, looked like 
blocks of Swiss cheese, Miracu- 
lously, he had not been wounded. 
Both of us were exhausted but we 
knew our first job was to find a 
temporary place to hide. We locat- 
ed that place in a clump of under- 
growth well-covered by twisting 
gnarled vines. 


We took stock of our situation. 
We were definitely cut off from 
our own troops, unless we could 
get to Manila Bay and swim 
around to join them. Our only 
“artillery” owas our  forty-fives 
which were little enough pro- 
tection against the swarms of 
Japs who were running past us 
down the peninsula, 

Baker suggested that we take 
alternate turns in sleeping, and 
remain in the bushes until night, 
striking off down the river to- 
ward Manila Bay as soon as it 
became dark enough. Baker took 
the first two-hour stretch while I 
stood guard, toward noon I wak- 
ened him and turned in myself. 
It seemed only seconds later that 
Baker tapped me and pointed 
silently through a hole in our 
brush “fort.” My heart sank at 
what I saw. 

Heavy Japanese artillery was 
being moved into position within 
fifty yards from where we lay. 
Further down, the Japs were set- 
ting up a rifle line between us and 
the American troops. It looked 
like we were trapped before we 


all afternoon, scarcely daring to 
flicker an eyelash or whisper to 
the other while the Japs com- 
pleted their construction work and 
moved in the heavy artillery, 

At dusk they opened fire with 
an earth-shaking crescendo, From 
the other side of the Stygian black- 
ness which had descended over 
Bataan, broken only by the flames 
from tons of exploding TNT, there 
came an answering roar. The 
Americans had located the new 
enemy position and were opening 
fire with everything they had,

Yesterday, Captain Gause told how he and Sergeant Wilmer 
Baker retreated from the line on the Bataan peninsula in a 
truck and crashed head-on with a Japanese armored car as they 


Today, Captain Gause continues his story.

S the Japs spilled from the armored car which blocked our 
passage over the bridge, almost simultaneously Sergt. Baker and 
I reached to turn off the ignition key. That move probably 
saved our lives. Machine gun bullets cut through the windshield and 
buried themselves in the gas tank at the spot where our heads had 


we should throw away our guns 
and plead for lives or keep our 
guns and die fighting. It was easier 
to keep the gun and at least try 
to fight—it wasn’t hard to remem- 
ber the particularly pleasant joy 
with whieh the Jap bayonet white 
men who are afraid to give their 
lives. I remembered other exam- 
ples I had seen and hard about 
earlier on Bataan. 

Even as I made the decision a 


couldn't hear the faintest crackle 
muscle for fully two minutes as he 
around our hiding place. Then he 


solemnly shook hands and we knew 
from that moment, I think, that 
we were living on velvet. 


rifle firing died down and the Jap- 
anese moved on toward the pen- 
insula tip. Quietly we took off all 
our clothes except our shorts and 
socks and buried ourselves in the 
river mud, We soaked there for 
nearly a half hour, completely 
covering our head and faces with 
the foul muck. We knew it was 
the best camouflage we could use. 

We kept only our shorts and our 
revolvers as we followed the river 
down to the lagoon which spilled 
into Manila Bay. At the mouth 


of the river our plans for speedy 


escape were ruined again—a full 
regiment of Japanese was biv- 
ouackéed on both sides of the 
stream. We held a hasty, muffled 
war council and decided our only 
chance was to float noiselessly past 
the camps and attempt to crawl 
across the bar separating the la- 
goon from the surf and trust to 
luck that we met no suspicious 
enemy patrols. 

I don’t think we made an un- 
natural ripple in the whole stream 
as we coasted gently past the 
camps, the tantalizing aroma of rice 
and fish filling our nostrils. It was 
now almost 24 hours since we had 
eaten our last meal—and that was 
only a small ration of rice at regi- 
mental headquarters, 


We reached the bar, slushing our 
way through mud which had col- 
lected on the fringe of the sand 
and- began to worm our way 


-Stealthily across. We had gone 


perhaps 10 feet when Baker 
grabbed me, suddenly motioning 
first to the left and then back. His 
face in the moonlight, with the 
thick, black mud dripping slowly 
down like chocolate syrup, almost 
made me break out in tears or 
laughter, I don’t know which. I 
quickly looked where he pointed. 
Coming down the beach was a 
patrol of four Japanese soldiers— 
and they weren’t more than 20 
yards away. We turned like two 
snakes and glided our way back 
to the mud fringe where we buried 


ourselves again, this time for real 


camouflage. We kept dead sstill, 


our mud-caked heads probably re- 
sembling rocks or logs protruding 
from the mud. 


The patrol stood only a few feet 


from us for perhaps 15 minutes, 
laughing and joking in Japanese. 


soon as activity seemed to be 


at least temporarily at a stand- 
still, Baker and I moved from our 
temporary shelter to a mud fiat, 
above the Japanese camps, which 
were protected’ by water growths. 
We dug in again and stayed in the 
mud the remainder of the night 
and all the next day, speaking only 
when we had to and not daring to 
move a finger—even if they were 
ee under the filthy river 
muck, 


All that day excitement and more 


excitement seemed to keep the en- 
camped Japanese in a state of 
frenzy. We could see three Japa- 
nese women with the soldiers and 
they seemed to be leading the

anese put a shot into my engine, 
tearing up my oil return line,” 
Widhelm said, 

“The oil temperature didn’t go 
up and I khew’that as long as I 
had oil in -my plane I could de- 
liver my bomb. I figured I was a 
dead duck, anyway. — 

“Then my oil pressure dropped 
and when I couldn’t maintain alti- 
tude, I turned the lead over to my 
No. 2:man, Benny Moore. 

“When I ‘saw I couldn’t glide 
in with.my. bomb I went into a 
vertical dive at 300 knots and; at 
3000 feet _shucked my bomb and 
pulled out, and then glided to put 
the most: distance possible betwee 
the plane and the bomb. , 
“As I went down, I saw a large 
Japanese carrier of the Shokaku, 
class smoking through holes in its 
deck, while the other carrier was 
making frantic turns tojavoid my 
dive-bombing boys. 

“I then saw 11 of my boys pour 
six heavy bombs into that carrier 
of the Zuikaku class with one near 
miss, which often is as good as a 
hit. 

Bombs Peel Ship’s Deck. 

“Our big bombs peeled the car- 
rier’s déck right back and the ship 
burst into flames from stem to 
stern. 


‘Guess we did all right coming 
out here,’ but I had other things to 
think about. I was getting closer 
to the water. 

“When 250 feet off the water 
and about 20 miles from the Japa- 
nese carriers I lost sight of them. 
When I hit I got out my boat, the 
parachute and chart board, which 
included maps, and the radio man 
and I prepared to make the best 
of a tough situation. 

“We were just getting squared 
away in our quarters when two 
Japanese battle ships steamed past 
about four miles away. I also saw 
several land-plane type carrier 
Zeros crash into the water, beside 
some destroyers, to be rescued.

Although Moore was bleeding 
from a wound in his neck when 
he brought in his plane, he insist- 
ed that his radioman, Aviation 


Kansag City, Mo., be treated first. 

Both Moore and Widhelm fought 
in the battle of Midway with dis- 
tinction and both received the 
Navy cross for hits on Japs cruis- 
ers. : 

Widhelm and Stokeley, floating 
on the Pacific at the very spot 
from. which Japanese forces had 
retired posthaste, rigged a mast 
for their rubber liferaft and made 
sail with parachute cloth. 


Got Seven Planes. 


Most of one pilot’s: ammunition 
was shot away because he already 
had done a day’s work downing 
two enemy dive bombers and pos- 
sibly a third one.. 

Then he saw a flight of 11 Japa- 
nese torpedo planes making for his 
carrier. He dived on their. rear, 
shot down five and caused three 
to jettison their torpedoes before 
hig ammunition gave out, while 
two other boys in his flight pol- 
ished off the remaining three. 

The boys are known as “Grim 
Reapers.” 

“I knew I had three steady 
flyers protecting my rear,” said 
Lieut, Stanley (Swede) Vejtas, 27, 
of Circle, Montana, “So I helped 
myself to a platter. of Japs.”

I was scared before the action 
started. It came:-so fast that I had 
no time to think of what to do. 

One of the first Japanese planes 
to get through our anti-aircraft 
fire was shot down in flames as he 
tried to come in from the star- 
board side. He overshot and barely 
cleared the flight deck. 

A second plane missed us by 80 
feet, and also went down in flames. 

Probably the third or fourth 
plane I saw in flames was a 
thousand feet up off our starboard 
quarter. He made a straight line 
dive. I stood there watching him 
as his flame grew bigger: 

It was a bomber and he carried 
his bomb all the way in. 

The plane hit the signal bridge |#@ 
eight feet from where I stood, It iz 
sheared off a wing as it hit the 
deck, and went on down and hit 
the fight deck, after which it half- 
burned and half-plowed its way 
through the flight deck and into a 
compartment. underneath. 

As it went past the bridge it 
knocked off two signalmen, and 
they were killed as they were 
hurled onto the flight deck some 
60 feet below. 

The plane’s bomb disengaged—or 
another fell about the same time— 
hit the smoke stack and went down 
it and fell in an armory but it 
did not explode. 

Seven men within six to 12 feet 
of me were killed, several others 
were badly bunaed. ~~ ~ 

As the Japanese went down he 
was spewing flaming gasoline all 
over, and that caused most deaths 
and bad burns. 

At least one fellow, who was | 
about. six feet from where the 
plane wing sheered the bridge, fell 
away from it with his hands over 
his face. That saved his face, but 
he got bad burns on his hands and 
wrists, 

One of the enlisted men got down 
on all fours and fell across-my feet. 
He never got a scratch or singed 
a hair. After it was over he came 
around and said “Thanks, Buddy. 
You sure saved me.” 

Fortunately, before we went into | 
action a doctor saw me with my 
trouser legs free.. I explained that 
my socks were too short.

only one thing—a call for C, Au- 
brey Smith. He has played so 
many British roles on the screen 
that thousands of movie fans un- 
doubtedly feel the British Govern- 
ment would do well to put Smith 
into a Field Marshal's regalia and 
ship him off to India to get that 
tangle straightened out. 

Just at present he is on a some- 
what extended*furlough from the 
movies, touring in a new comedy, 
“Spring Again,” which opens to- 
night at the American Theater and 
which previous to the current tour 
had a nine months’ successful run 
on Broadway. Looking at least 10 
less that his admitted 78 years, 
this movie symbol of British dog- 
gedness and courage has put the 
brakes ‘on his lish accent for 
his present theatrical stint. In 
“Spring Again,” he playg the son 
of a famed Union General, a hero- 
father worshipping son who never 
tires of talking about his deceased 
father’s exploits and who, in the 
tiresome process, practically drives 
his wife to drink and his entire 
family into an advanced state of 
disintegration. 

“It was nice to have had a New 
York hit in this particular year of 
1942,” said Smith, who in person 
is not at all the austere, domineer- 
ing type of person he can portray 
so well. “You see, this year marks 
my fiftieth anniversary in the 
theater. People will think I must 
have to be wheeled onto the stage 
in an invalid’s chair. As a matter 
of fact, I’m in excellent health, 
never felt better. This tour’s been 
good for me—probably deceived me 
into feeling yourg again. Only 
bad thing about it is there’s no 
time for cricket.” 

C. Aubrey is the sort of man who 
has never allowed the business of 
acting to interfere with pleasure— 
especially cricket. He was long ago 
in England a famous cricketer at 
Cambridge University, captained 
his county team in Sussex and 
headed up All-Engiand teams that 
toured South Africa and Australia. 
Then he went into the theater and 
now, rounding out 50 years in the 
business, his proudest boast is not 
the number or success of his hun- 
dreds of roles, but the fact that he 
is responsible for the formation 
of a dozen cricket elevens in Cali- 
fornia, and that the Los Angeles 
municipal cricketing ground is 
named in his honor, At 76, 0. Au- 
brey is still quite a hand with a 
cricket bat and he occasionally 
gives instruction in the fine points 
of the game to University of Cali- 
fornia students in return for. the

match he engineers on the Uni- 
versity’s Los Angeles field. 
Although he took parts in plays 
as quite a youngster at Charter- 
house School, where he was a pal 
of Robert Baden-Powey, who later 
founded the Boy Scouts, and of 
Cyril Maude, who became one of 
England’s best known actors, C. 
Aubrey’s first appearance as a pro- 
fessional actor was at Hastings, an 
English seaside resort, in 1892. 
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“We knocked about the provinces 
with several plays,” he said, “and 
since I felt that we weren’t getting 
enough exercise, I organized a 
cricket eleven within the cast. 
We'd give our repertoire of several 
plays and play the cricket clubs in 
the towns where we appeared. The 
idea caught’ on in other touring 
companies. To show you just how 
good the cricket idea was, I re- 
member that F. R. (later Sir 
Frank) Benson once wired London 
for a replacement in the company, 
saying, ‘Send me down a slow 
bowler to play Cassius’.” 


It took only four short: years for 
C. Aubrey to rise from his 
Hastings: debut to success on the 
London stage and soon he was 
shuttling back and forth across the 
Atlantic, equally in demand in both 
London and New York. His most 
notable English run was with Mrs, 
Pat Campbell in “The Second Mrs. 
Tanqueray,” but during his 50 
years in the theater he has ap- 
peared in so many productions that 
it takes four columns of small, 
close type-in “Who’s Who in the 


Theater” to list*only his outstand- 
ing roles. ; 

Although he has played with such 
stars as Minnie Maddern Fiske, 
Ethel Barrymore and Forbes-Rob- 
ertson on the legitimate stage, C. 
Aubrey’s favorite role is that of 
Col. Zapt in the film version of 
“The Prisoner of Zenda.” 

“IT played Black Michael. in that 
piece back in 1895 and I hoped then 
some day to play the role of the 
Colonel,” he said. “I finally ac- 
complished just that—42 years later 
in tHe motion picture with Tyrone 
Power.” 

In Hollywood, C. Aubrey lives 
with his wife—they were married 
in 1896—in a house at the top of 
Coldwater Canyon, where the view 
across Hidden Valley to the Pa- 
cific at sunset is “one of the joys 
of living.” The house is called 
“Round Corner,” a. nickname C, 
Aubrey bore in his school days be- 
cause of his peculiar style of bowl- 
ing. ~ : 

This summer he was given a two 
weeks’ vacation to recuperate from 
his arduous run of 240 consecutive 
performances in “Spring Again” in 
New York, from none of which, in- 
cidentally, was he absent. . Instead 
of resting quietly at “Round Cor- 
ner,” he spent the time making 


two pictures, “Flesh and Fantasy,” . 


with Edward G. Robinson and 
“Mark Twain” with Fredric March, 
With a half century in the theater 
behind him, C. Aubrey Smith has 
the energy of a diesel engine. 

“It’s all in keeping fit,” he says, 
“and I'd like to be able to accept 
a role when I’m 100 years old.”

Allergies and the Army 


By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


EN who have been rejected 
Mee: the Army and Navy on ac- 

count of'allergic states are apt 
to complain of the injustice of 
the system. I have just listened to 
a tale of woe of a young fellow 
who can’t get in an account of 
sinus trouble. “How is that going 
to prevent me from fighting a 
Jap?” he inquires, 

Well, it does seem like a little 
thing, but behind it there may be 
something that is in the nature of 
real disability. It is a possible in- 
dication of a general state of al- 
lergy, which has caused quite a 
lot éf trouble already. The num- 
ber of rejections for allergic condi- 
tions has only been about half of 
one percent of applications, but the 
boards are tightening up and this 
percentage is rising somewhat. 


Army regulations state that an 
applicant who is found to have a 
chronic disease within the first six 
months of service shall be consid- 
ered not to have incurred this in 
line of duty and is. discharged 
without compensation, thus reliev- 
ing the Government of any further 
responsibiilty for pensions, etc. 

x *« * 

THE APPLICANT who has re- 
current attacks of asthma, how- 
ever, may not have an attack at 
all during his first six months’ 
service, and manifests it only with 
a seasonal change, with the bloom- 
ing of certain plants, such as in 
hay fever, or the coming into sea- 
son of certain fruits and vegeta- 
bles. i . 

And nobody knows what totally 
unfamiliar plants in Australia, 
Alaska or the tropics to which he 
has never been exposed may give 
an allergic subject a bout of sinu- 
sitis or the hives. 


The Canadian Army learned the 
lesson because a number of its 
men broke down with emphysema 
under conditions of hard military 
drill, and in most such-cases. it 


was found that there had been a 
history of asthma behind it. 

Therefore, the medical boards 
are inquiring very carefully into 
the history of selectees for attacks 
of hives, asthma, etc. More care- 
ful examination of the upper res- 
piratory apparatus, with a view to 
detecting allergic possibilities, are 
now being made. Sinus trouble, or 
polyps, are presumptive evidence 
of the allergic sfate. Francis found 
nasal abnormalities in 14 per cent 
of 442 cases of asthma. 

The condition of the spine and 


back, curiously enough, is also an 
indication’ of the allergic state. 
Those who have had asthma in 
childhood nearly always have a 
certain amount of round shoulders 
and rounding of the back, and the 
orthopedic surgeons are asked to 
pay especial attention to this. 

The history is most carefully in- 
quired into for asthma, hives; ec- 
zema and sinusitis. All this must 
be evaluated, Not every candidate 
with the allergic state is rejected. 
Most of them can be given limited 
duty.

Proper Care of the Eyes

E ly important since the war, for 
efficient work depends a great 
deal upon good vision. Girls and 
women are urged to adopt a daily 
eye-care routine and to protect 
them as much as possible from 
strain and glare.

The price was $400—reasonable 
enough when cars were so scarce. 
We decided to buy it. There was 
one hitch, The First Secretary of: 
the Embassy, who owned it, wanted 
dollars for it. We could give him 
rubles or pounds, and I offered 
him a check in dollars but ‘he 
wanted the cash. We decided to 
scout around and see if there were 
$400 in Moscow. 

I phoned the American Embassy 
and Steinhardt said he could 
spare $400. Then Jordan and I 
had lunch. We had a good lunch 
to celebrate our imminent entrance 
into the plutocratic ranks of car 
owners, We had caviar and vodka 
and broiled ehicken and wonderful 
salad and excellent cheese. We felt 
bottle of 
champagne; Russian champaigne 
is a bit sweet but palatable enough. 
We were fortunate in having had 
that good lunch. We didn’t know 
it at the time but it would be some 
days before we would have another 
decent meal. I was called away by 
a phone call. It was Steinhardt. 
“Come to the Embassy at once,” he 
said, “Thig is urgent.”

I got Moats and we scurried to 
the Embassy,: wondering what it 
was all about. We knew that the 
military situation was serious. I 
didn’t believe that it wag critical. 
For weeks, we had seen the rail 
road stations jammed with people 
trying to get out of Moscow, but 
the sight had become so familiar 
that we no longer attached y 
significance to it. We had seen 
tanks trundling through the streets 
en. route to the front and we had 
seen loads of wounded brought 
back. But I was still saying, 
“They'll never take Moscow,” oc- 
casionally recollecting that in June, 
1940, I had been saying the same 
thing in France about Paris, 

My colleague, Moats, had her 
special: sources of information. 
Gen. Viadislas Anders, in command 
of the Polish Army in Russia, and 
Mohammed Saed, the Persian Am- 
bassador, dean of the diplomatic 
corps, were extremely helpful to 
her. All agreed that Moscow could 
not long be defended. But Mos- 
cow was: fairly comfortable. True, 
the vodka had almost run out and 
cigarettes were virtually unttain- 
able and the Nazi bombers came 
over every night, but this was rou- 
tine to those of us who had been 
in London the past year.

If you are accustomed to making 
hurried evacuations, it doesn’t 
take you long to pack. Some warm 
clothing, a blanket, a couple of 
bottles of whisky, some bread and 
canned food, if you have it, toilet

The snow fell hard at dusk. It 
swirled down in large dry flakes 
only to turn into slush as it hit 
the pavements. The huge Kazan 
Station-was packed with refugees 
trying to leave what they thought 
to be a doomed city. More than 
10,000* apathetic-looking women, 
grim-faced men and bewildered, 
sleepy-eyed children lay on the ce- 
ment floors waiting for trains to 
take them east. The Nazi pincers 
had closed in on three sides; the 
railroad line to the east remained 
the one lifeline to safety and there 
were reports that it too had been 
heavily bombed and machine- 
gunned, 

The various ambassadors and 
ministers trudged in from the 
snowstorm. A huge dining room 
was reserved for the diplomatic 
and journalistic corps. Haidar 
Atkar, the Turkish Ambassador, 
came in. Anxious-eyed Vladimir 
Kot, once a college professor but 
now Polish Ambassador, appeared. 
“Bon soir, excellence,” we mur- 
mured, as these exquisitely polite 
diplomats shook hands quite for- 
mally with us. Genial Shao Li- 
tze, one of the best liked men of 
the capital, came in smiling with 
his aids. Shriveled, apple-faced 
Gen. Tatekawa, Japanese Ambas- 
sador, brushed the snow from his 
uniform and took a seat at a table. 

Our train was not to leave for 
three hours. Meanwhile, there was 
beer. We drank beer and none of 
us felt very good. We felt resent- 
ful because we were being forced 
to leave the best story of the year. 
We were annoyed with Molotov 
for making us leave. Moscow was 
in no immediate danger, we felt. 
The room began to fill.

Only Steinhardt, of all the am- 
bassadors, had foreseen the possi- 
bility of a quick getaway and had 
prepared. Sir Stafford Cripps, the 
British Ambassador, brushed the 
snow from his black Foreign Of- 
fice hat and sat down alone. He 
looked suddenly old as he sat 
there, tight-lipped and sad, occa- 
sionally stroking the head of his 
airedale, Joe; best known dog- 
about-town in Moscow.

The 
British Economic Mission, headed 
by Sir Walter Citrine, sat together, 
frankly angry because their work 
had been interrupted.

It got under our 
skin and into our bones and we 
breathed it into our bloodstream, 
and somehow it got into our 
rains, so that from head to foot 
we were one numbed mass. Bitter 
cold is not an anesthetic. When 
we moved, our joints screamed in 
protest.

The night passed. Dawn found 
us in a region of small villages. 
We passed one such, Lida, a mass 
of smoking ruins. The Germans 
had paid it a visit only a few 
hours before. There. were intermin- 
able stops. We were detained on 
the tracks at Ryazan for seven 
hours, not’ at all cheered by the 
sight of a long, bomb-and-machine- 
bullet-scarred troop train that 
stood on the next track. 

The incredible Thayer had a 
breakfast of parts ready for us 
two coaches ahead, and when we 
groped our way there and breathed 
the blessed air of this heated car, 
we flatly refused to return to our 
air-cooled accommodations.
